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NURSES IN CRISIS 


Student Nursing 
During WWII Bonded, 


Strengthened Alumnae

On March 22, 1943, when the United 
States had already been at war for a 
year, around 40 young women met 
for the first time at the Sprague Home 
for Nurses. As a class, they were not 
remarkably different from those who 
had come before them, nor from 
those who would follow. But their 
experiences as students who were 
also staff at Presbyterian Hospital, 
whose nursing supply had been 
depleted by staff leaving to serve in 
World War Il, would bond them for 
the rest of their lives. Here is their 
story, as related to News & Views by 
one member of the Presbyterian 
Hospital School of Nursing Spring 
Class of 1946. 


The Cadet Nurse Corps, a program that 
ran from 1943 to 1948, served a vital role 
in our nation’s health care system during 
World War IL As hospital staff left their 
jobs on the home front to serve in over- 
seas military hospitals, cadet nurses filled 


their positions. These women truly learned 


as they went, serving as nursing students 
and nursing staff simultaneously, and are 
often credited for keeping American hos- 
pitals running during the war.

ing official cadet nurses, a particularly 
tough prospect at the time. 


“Nursing was a very different profession 
then, and nursing education was very 
strict,” Buell says. 


some in duty uniform (topped with a cap) and 


others in civilian dress. 


At that time, nurses still prepared mor- 
phine injections by hand, dropping a mor- 
phine tablet into boiling, distilled water 
and letting it dissolve. No tablet existed 
to simplify urine testing. Penicillin would 
not come into widespread use until later 
into their studies. 


Before and after their mid-day classes, the 
students took shifts at the hospital, which 
was operating on a skeleton staff of nurses 
after a contingent of Presbyterian’s doctors 
and nurses had formed a unit stationed in 
the South Pacific. Buell even recalls an 
early morning shift from 4:30 to 7:30 —

Rush Alumna Sees a Fresh Start for Katrina Evacuees 


One Presbyterian alumna shares her 
experiences providing medical care 
to Huricane Katrina evacuees at 
Palmer Auditorium in Austin, Texas, 
in 2005. Written two weeks after 
the storm, while then helping 
evacuees at the Austin Convention 
Center, this is her story of one 
special evacuee, the girl's father 
and their second chance at life. 


Medical triage at the Convention 
Center has now settled into a well 
organized system for helping the 
evacuees receive the care they need. 

In contrast, the first day I worked as 

an RN at Palmer Auditorium seemed 
much more chaotic as patients stepping 
off buses presented with critical med- 
ical needs. Several zones developed for 
triage to critical, urgent, pediatric or 
observation areas, staffed by teams con- 
sisting of an RN, LVN [licensed voca- 
tional nurse], EMT [emergency medical 
technician], firefighter and other vol- 
unteers. Doctors, pharmacists and 
social workers also responded through- 
out the weekend and worked diligently 
to provide professional care to many. 


The overall scene at Palmer of hun- 
dreds of rows of donated cots sporting 
paper sheets, cloth blankets, pillows 
and hospital pads, each separated by a 
folding chair, engaged the eye for what 
seemed like miles. Tables along the 
perimeters held endless supplies of 
medical goods, instruments, medical 
testing equipment, portable oxygen 
tanks and other needed antisceptics 
and antibacterial products. The phar- 
macy, set up in a concessions area, dis- 
pensed literally thousands of items that 
doctors had ordered. 


Soon the cots were filled with sick peo- 
ple attended by the teams of workers, 


and the view was cluttered with them 
going from patient to patient, assessing 
their needs prior to diagnosis and 
treatment. Interspersed were other 
evacuees who were trying to find 
family members, and when there was 
an occasional reunion, the whoops, 
hollers and crying reverberated 
throughout the building. 


Although I could detail many 
scenarios, one touched my heart and 
renewed my devotion to my profession 
of more than 50 years. An aphasic 
young girl, lacking muscle coordina- 
tion and moaning loudly, sat in a 
wheelchair pushed by her father. He 
stopped to help her drink Coca-Cola 
from a cup, taking her mind off the 
obvious noisy stimuli causing her agi- 
tation. Many helping workers came to 
attend them and found that the girl’s 
father had been her caregiver since her 
mother’s death a few years ago. It was 
evident that his first priority was his 
child. He also needed medicine and 
food, but hadn’t left her to tend to 

his needs. 


After directed persuasion, we sent him 
with an escort to take his insulin and 
get some food, assuring him that his 
daughter would be in good and capable 
hands. He warned that she was strong 
and would grab at a stethoscope and 
might become combative, which of 
course ensued. But the stethoscope 
was a gift, for when we placed it in 
her ears and the bell end on a pulse, 

it drowned out the external stimuli 
and kept her focused for quite a while. 
When she tired of it, she yanked it off 
and a few sips of Coca-Cola kept her 
on track. Soon she heard a far-off 
whistle from her father and her body 
alerted, her eyes lit up, and a smile 
nearly covered her whole face, as vari- 
ous little muscles throughout her arms 
jumped for joy. Love was seen in capi-

tal letters. We found a quieter area and 
took them to two cots for some much- 
needed rest while social workers looked 
for transitional placement for them. 


A nursing home bed was available for 
the girl, but that precluded them being 
together, and of course her father would 
not leave her. 


And then a miracle ocurred! A young 
lady was sent to Palmer by her mother 
to find “someone who needed a home 
and special care.” Off the girl and her 

father went with an angel to start life 

after Katrina in Austin.

“everyone on that shift was exhausted 
and outraged; it didn’t last long,” she 
says — performing peri-care to new 
mothers. 


Between the wartime shortages of per- 
sonnel and supplies, the students’ duties 
at the hospital were laborious, their 
hours long. Their ration books were 
handed over to the hospital, which pro- 
vided the nursing students’ meals. From 
10 p.m. curfews to close supervision at 
all times while at work, Buell recalls 
how disciplined the program was. 


“We were told in no uncertain terms 
what was expected of us,” she says. “And 
if you happened to make a mistake, you 
were going to be held accountable for it.” 


Their experiences were also difficult on 
a personal level. Buell remembers the 
pain of a classmate who was denied 
leave to visit her boyfriend, who had 
been drafted, before he shipped out. 
He was later killed overseas. 


is nowhere near back to normal. We’re 
lucky to get mail delivery every other 
day. I’m surprised that the newsletter 
came through. We have not seen a 
magazine since before Katrina. Please 
do not forget about New Orleans. 
Everyone has moved on, but this grand 
old city is still broken, as is the entire 
Gulf Coast. You can’t imagine the 
destruction that occurred when the 
levees broke. Yes, Katrina was a natu- 
ral disaster, but the broken levees were 
man-made. The health care system is 
terribly broken. No level one trauma 
center. No teaching facilities for resi- 
dents and no patients either. Charity 
Hospital won’t be back nor will 
University Hospital. Tulane Medical 
Center abolished my husband’s position 
as professor of ophthalmology, and so 


“Everyone had a loved one in Europe 

or the South Pacific,” wrote Buell’s 
classmate Betty Ann “Bets” Manning 
Puchalski in a letter to the class for their 
45th reunion. “When tears of anguish 
were heard on some corridor, we all 
knew what it meant.” 


Nevertheless, the women of the Spring 
Class of 1946 made the most of a tough 
situation. Buell, for one, seems to 
remember the good memories more 


than the bad. 


From the “Pink Apartments,” a popular 
senior nursing student residence near 
the hospital — “we had parties that 
were so loud, the hospital’s patients 
would call and complain about the 
noise” — to sunbathing on the roof — 
“the Y where soldiers were staying was 
nearby, and we were actually asked not 
to sunbathe anymore because it was tor- 
menting the men”— Buell says she and 
her classmates treasure the fun they had 
during those years. 


As the remaining members of the Spring 
Class of 1946 prepare to reunite for their 


at the end of this month, we’ll pack up 
his office containing a lifetime of aca- 
demic medicine and bring it all home. 


Why do we stay here? We’ve fallen in 
love with New Orleans and Louisiana 
in the seven years we've lived here and 
can’t think of anywhere else we’d 
rather live. The music, the food, the 
morning fog dripping off the cypress 
trees, the water fowl that live in the 
waterway at the end of our back yard. 
Pelicans and herons are quite different 
from nuthatches, finches and chick- 
adees. We even have alligators swim- 
ming by during the warmer months. 


I know what it means to miss New 
Orleans.

Master's Program Sees

In the fall of 2005, Rush College of Nursing's 
master's program saw record enrollment, 
with 51 master’s students matriculating in 
the fall alone. “These numbers certainly 
reflect the success of our accelerated 
bachelor's degree program, which began 
three years ago. Most of our accelerated 
students already had one bachelor’s degree 
before earning their BSN, and never intended 
that to be the end of their studies in nurs- 
ing,” says Lois Halstead, PhD, RN, acting 
dean of Rush College of Nursing.

Illinois’ Current Nursing Practice Act, which is 
rewritten every seven years to keep up with 


the evolution of the profession and nursing 
education, is set to expire January 1, 2008. 
Rush nurses — both faculty and staff — are 
among the members of the body brought 
together to write the new Nursing Practice 
Act. In fact, Rush nurses make up about 10 
percent of this group, according to Halstead.

Nurses at 
Rush understand the big picture and the 
importance of legislation that will not only 
affect them, but every nurse in the state and 
the welfare of their patients,” she says.

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DREHER NAMED NURSING DEAN 
AT R U S H by Janice Neumann, The Nurses’ Lounge 


When Melanie C. Dreher, PhD, RN, 
FAAN talks about her appointment 
as the new dean of Rush University 
College of Nursing, the enthusiasm 
starts to flow. She is excited about 
following in the footsteps of quality 
deans and bringing the college and 
its faculty and staff to a whole new 
and impressive level. 


“Rush is a wonderful place with a 
national reputation for integrating excel- 
lent education with excellence in prac- 
tice, and there aren’t too many places like 
it in the world,” said Dreher, who had 
been the Kelting Dean of the University 
of Iowa College of Nursing since 1997. 


“It has a long history of national leader- 
ship, but also the nursing leadership with- 
in Rush has had two excellent beings,” 
said Dreher, referring to Kathleen Gainor 
Andreoli, DSN, RN, FAAN, dean from 
1987 to June 30, 2005, and Luther 
Christman, PhD, the first dean of the 
college, who served from 1972 to 1987. 


While that might be a hard act to follow 
for some deans, Dreher can’t wait to build 
on that tradition of a strong educational 
and clinical climate. She hopes to meld 
practice, research and education, supply- 
ing the institution and its patients with 
the benefit of the latest studies from the 
National Institutes of Health. 


“Rush would be a national center for 
evidence-based practice in nursing and 
would be a center for translational, or 


applied, research,” said Dreher. “I want 
to join my colleagues in practice to real- 
ly create an environment that would 
benefit patient care and benefit the 
City of Chicago.” 


At Iowa, Dreher is applauded for 
starting a new master’s in Nursing and 
Health Care Practice Degree, which has 
become a national model for profession- 
al nursing education. She also helped 
the college move into its top 10 ranking. 


“She has been a tireless advocate for the 
nursing profession, and her leadership in 
professional nursing education is appar- 
ent in the outstanding quality of our 
nursing faculty, students and graduates,” 
said lowa’s Executive Vice President and 
Provost Michael J. Hogan. 


Dreher’s curriculum vitae shows a dizzy- 
ing wealth of experience in administra- 
tion, research, grants, books and journal 
articles. She has also been involved in 
consulting, public relations and politics 
and is a member of a number of profes- 
sional organizations. Dreher has a PhD 
in Anthropology and a master's in phi- 
losophy from Columbia University, as 
well as a BS in Nursing from Long 
Island University. Her research has 
included cross-cultural studies of health 
care systems and the effects of substance 
use on health, development and task 
performance in adults and children. 


“Dr. Dreher was chosen because she 
brings an outstanding combination of 
nursing education and research leader-

ship, which both fits with and comple- 
ments the present faculty in the College 
of Nursing. Her leadership will allow 
Rush to expand on the already top-rated 
programs in nursing and allow us to ful- 
fill our mission of providing the practice 
and teaching workforce needs for nurs- 
ing in the next several decades,” said 
Thomas A. Deutsch, MD 1979, dean of 
Rush Medical College, provost of Rush 
University and senior vice president for 
medical affairs at Rush University 
Medical Center.

NURSING STUDENT GOES DEEP TO 
STUDY STRESS by Lisa Aaronson 


When doctor of nursing science 
student Lisa Osborne set out to 
research the body's reaction to 
stress, she went to the most stress- 
ful environment she could think 

of — a submarine. Using high-risk 
military trainers as her models, 
Osborne traveled back and forth 
from a submarine base in Groton, 
Conn., to find out what real stress 
looks like in a lab. 


And what she found was significant. 
Osborne was able to identify stress 
reactions using saliva samples to read 
cortisol levels. But she didn’t need 
hours in a sophisticated lab with high- 
tech equipment to do it — she was able 
to adapt a technique used to test blood 
to make reading saliva much easier and 
faster. Through her research, Osborne 
has found a way to determine whether 
a person’s body is actually able to 
handle stressful situations. 


“One of the exciting things about my 
findings is that this study can be used 
across a broad spectrum of disciplines. 
I hope that the military will use it to 
determine whether a candidate might 
be predisposed to suffer from Post 
Traumatic Stress Disorder, but I also 
hope that hospitals use it to evaluate 
late-shift nurses to pinpoint high stress 
levels before they affect performance,” 
Osborne said. 


If it were not for an award from the 
Golden Lamp Society, the premier giv- 
ing society dedicated to the Rush 
University College of Nursing, Osborne 
would have had to struggle through 
months of grant applications to afford 
to conduct her research. 


“Not only was Rush willing to support 
my research, the Golden Lamp Society 


took a chance on my idea and got 
excited about something different, 
something outside of the framework. 

I am so appreciative of their support,” 
said Osborne, recipient of the 2005 
Golden Lamp Society Award. The 
award is given annually to a doctor of 
nursing science student at the disserta- 
tion phase of studies. 


With more than 75 percent of Rush’s 
nursing students relying on financial 
aid to fund their education, scholar- 
ship support has become an essential 
element of an attractive nursing pro- 
gram. Luckily, Rush students have 
been able to depend on dollars from 
the Golden Lamp Society to help 
decrease the cost of their degree. The 
society is committed to supporting 
education and research opportunities

for nursing students who might not 
otherwise be able to choose nursing 
as a career. 


Osborne, an active duty naval officer, 
plans to relocate to San Diego this 
summer for a research-based position 
with the Navy.

ST. LUKE'S ALUM MAKES PLANNED GIFT FOR SCHOLARSHIPS

Marilyn Delfs Barr, St. Luke's 1951, was 
a longtime member of the Golden Lamp 
Society. Year after year, Rush received 
Barr's GLS membership renewal with 
instructions that her annual gift should 
go toward student financial assistance 
in the College of Nursing. 


In 1994, Rush received word that Barr 
and her husband had made the extra- 
ordinary commitment of including Rush 
College of Nursing in their wills. She told 
Rush at the time that she couldn't imag- 
ine how students today pay their tuition. 
Her parents had been able to send her 
to school, but the cost of her nursing 
education had been just $600 a year at 


that time. Today, Rush nursing students 
pay more than $22,000 a year in tuition 
for the standard seven-quarter BSN pro- 
gram and more than $26,000 for the 
four-quarter, accelerated BSN program. 
Barr and her husband decided to help 
students of Barr's alma mater, a source of 
great pride for her, through the establish- 
ment of a fund that would allow them to 
pursue an excellent nursing education. 


Barr died earlier this year, but many Rush 
nursing students will benefit from her and 
her husband's generosity. The $102,000 
gift from their estate has established The 
Edward and Marilyn Delfs Barr Nursing 
Scholarship Fund in their names. 


BEHIND THE SCENES IN THE RUSH 
ARCHIVES NURSING COLLECTIONS

Heather Stecklein joined Rush University Medical 
Center in November 2005 as a librarian and 
archivist.

Heather shares some behind the scenes information 
on what happens to donations to the Archives: 


A large part of my role is documenting 

and preserving the many treasured artifacts 
donated by nursing alumni and their rela- 
tives. After a recent request for special mem- 
ories and items from our nursing alumni, 
we received a number of donations for the 
Rush University Medical Center Archives. 


All of our generously donated materials are 
divided into two groups: archival collections 


and artifacts. The paper-based archival mate- 


rials — including scrapbooks, correspon- 
dence, photographs and event programs — 
are organized into one group and the 
artifacts, or non-paper items, into another. 


Once our donations are organized, we 
turn them over to our dedicated nursing 


alumni — Martha Mills, Pres-St. Luke's 
1965, and Joyce Stoops, Presbyterian 1953 
— who, following standard museum collec- 
tion procedures, document and preserve the 
donated artifacts. Without their expertise, 
we would not be able to correctly identify 
and catalog the materials. 


We are lucky to have in our collection many 
student uniforms, school pins and caps from 
St. Luke's, Presbyterian, Presbyterian-St. 
Luke's and Rush nursing schools. Over the 
next few months, we plan on focusing our 
efforts on protecting these treasures from 
harmful elements like dust and light. To pro- 
tect our uniforms, for example, some alumni 
volunteers will soon help us construct 
unbleached muslin garment bags. Nurses 
Alumni Association Board members Karen 
Compton Hart, Pres-St. Luke's 1960; Alice 
Compton Meskan, Pres-St. Luke’s 1961; and 
Margaret Faut-Callahan, Rush 1979, 1984, 
have all volunteered to sew garment bags 
this summer.
